I might reinforce the congressman's

National issues still remain, how-

Since then we have been compelled 
to commit ourselves still more heav- 
ily to expenditures for National De- 
fense. But the administration has be- 
gun this second endeavor without to 
any great extent trying to terminate 
the first. 


A critic might say, therefore, that 


we are better at starling things than 
at finishing them. And there is just 
enough truth in that statement to 
disurb millions of Americans whose 
patriotism 
is above reproach.

ily mortgage itself two ways at once. 
It endeavors to end one venture be- 
fore starting another. 


Experiments in domestic economy 


pale into insignificance by comparison 
with the absolute necessity of giving 
the United Stales a fighting force 
equal 16 any polehttnr attacker's.' 


And therefore it would contribute 


mightily lo national solidarity if the 
administration dropped some of its 
social-economic experimenls and con- 
ccntratcd solely on the task of Na- 
tional Defense—which otherwise is in 
danger of being performed less speed- 
ily and well than the safety of the 
country requires.

Jingo 


Words arc like people. Some of 


them get bad names, some good. Some 
deserve the bad and some the good, 
but all are affccled by the reputa- 
tion they bear. 


"Jingo" lias become a bad word. 


It has come to mean an irresponsible 
war-monger. 


The name comes, if 
recollection 


serves, from an old verse reading in 
part, "Wo don't want lo fight, but 
by Jingo if we do, we've got the 
men, 
we've got the ships, we've gol 


Ihe money, too!" 


People remember the catchy word 


"Jingo." They forget the "we don't 
want to fight." 


The United Stales, whether we like 


it or not, is getting into a position 
just a little like that today. We, too, 
don't want to fight. For two years 
we have resolutely stayed clear of 
fighting. We have given up rights 
to ship our goods by sea which we 
always claimed before. No American 
ship has gone into a Eurpcan port 
which was blockaded or in the aclual 
war zone, though we always previous- 
ly claimed the right to send them 
there. 


Why did we give up those rights? 


Because insisting on them 23 years 
ago got us into a fight, and today 
we don't want to fight. 


What is the best assurance today 


of keeping out of a fight? 


Why, 
a clear demonstration to the 


world that "we've gol Ihe ships, we 
have got the men, we've got the 
money, too!" and further the clear 
demonstration that, if necessary, we 
propose to use them. 


The United States has nothing very 


directly against Japan. It wants no 
war with Japan. But it simply will 
not acquiesce in Japan's putting a 
"Keep Off" sign on the whole of 
east Asia. The Uniled Slates has 
nothing very directly against Ger- 
many. But it will not acquiesce in 
Germany's putting a "Keep Off" 
sign on the whole of Europe and 
Africa. Especially since those signs 
are expanding signs, by their nature 
and by their past performance. 


There is a chance to avoid war if 


the United States will pile up suf- 
ficient force that no parly of World 
Wur II will wish to offend us. There 
is a chance to avoid war if enough 
surplus war supplies are produced 
and sent to those resisting aggression 
so that they may win out. There is a 
chance to avoid war if U. S. power 
is so great that fear of it forces a 
decent peace. 


But those arc the only chances. 


Otherwise the United States faces war 
whether it wants to fight or not. In 
either case, the ships, the men, and 
the money are as necessary to the 
national life as breath itself.

America, Congressman Harris asked: 


"Why 
are we faced with such a cir- 


cumstance?" 


The sepakcr sketched the rise of 


Hitler toward world power, his quick 
ovcrruning of ill-prepared nations, or 
nations somewhat prepared but too 
divided among themselves to make 
a successful defense of their country. 


Warned by events in Europe, Amer- 


ica armed for her own defense, Con- 
gressman Harris said, "and had we 


; not clone so it is my firm belief our 
| country would at this moment be in- 


i volved in a shooting war." 


He said that the United States is 


sending aviation gasoline to Russia, 
through Japanese-controlled waters, 
despite Japan's protest—and that if 
America had nol already largely pre- 
pared herself Japan would probably 
slop those shipments by force. 


Turning to Europe, 
Congressman 


Harris said, "If Russia can hold out 
against Germany through this com- 
ing winter—and of course this remains 
doubtful—you will see a different at- 
titude throughout the world. How- 
ever, this thing won't end soon." 


The congressman ..said he believed 


Hitler had passed his peaViittd now 
faces a decline in prestige and pow- 
er. 


"The end will come," Mr. Harris j 


said, "when the struggle . of a long | 
war presses down so greatly upon his 
own people that they will revolt and 
set up a different government. You 
recollect that very thing happened in 
Germany in 1918—at the end of an- 
other long war," 


The congressman, visiting his home 


state on a brief leave from Washing- 
ton, was introduced by Roy Anderson. 


Mr. Harris spent the day renewing 


old acquaintances in town and county. 
His brother, Willie Harris ,a member 
of his secretarial staff, whose home is 
in Hope, has been here on an extend- 
ed visit.

LOUISIANA — Army tank-men hntc 
mud with a fervent intensity that is 
unequaled. 


Take a cussword—take any newly 


Coined cussword just afloat in the 
language—and »if 
it 
is blistcringly 


nnd sincerely expressive, then the 
odds arc that some sweating, postered 
tank-man 
in the slithery 
"gumbo 


mud' of west Louisiana manufactur- 
ed it. 


Mud is the tank's greatest natural 


enemy. Sun - roasted, 
experienced 


tankers say that even the new light, 
13-ton tanks can ride down trees 
If-, inches in diameter. They can wal- 
low up sleep inclines at 45 degree 
angles. They can ford streams as 
deep as 3 feet and 7 inches—if the 
bottom is reasonably solid. They can 
^crush through thickets and 
blast 


through frame 
houses. Tanks can 


gather their multiple feet under them 
and scale concrete obstacles and they 
can sprint across open stretches at 
65 miles per hour. The medium and 
heavy tanks can outdo even most of 
this. 


But really bad mud stops them 


all. 


And once a tank is immobilized it 


is worse than useless—il is fair game 
for anli-tank guns. 


Tankers Must Develop "Feel" 
For Terrain 
The big-scale war maneuvers in 


west Louisiana and east Texas, con- 
centrating half a million troops for 
Ihe biggest peace-time war maneuver 
ever staged on this continent, has 
two objectives for tankmen: 


In the simulated combat of uncon- 


trolled war games the tankers and 
warplane aviators will get intensive 
training in close co-ordination, deve- 
loping the steel spearhead of the vital 
'.,'break-through" force. 
'But development of a 'mud instinct' 
among the tank-men is equally im- 
portant. 


The 193rd G. H. Q. Tank Battalion, 


fcderalized National Guard companies 
from Texaxs, Alabama, Colorado, and 
Georgia, for instance, has been scrim- 
maging in preliminary exercises, de- 
signed to devevlop an instinctive "feel 
for terrain." 
•' Officers of this crack combat force 
have noted that a few tank-men have 
a queer instinct for nosing out queasy 
ground. The instinct is akin to the 
"feel" old-time steamboat pilots had 
for ferreting out treacherous shoa! 
waters, enabling 
them to guide a 


safe but zig-zag course through deep 
channels. The answer to the mud 
menace is to learn to detect and avoid 
it. 


The men who can do this make tank- 


drivers and tank commanders. 


The average rookie trains for four 


months before he becomes a seasoned 
-tanker. A few recruits take to the 
tank service with instinctive case- 
others can never develop the knack 
and arc shifted to the administrative 
unit or elsewhere. It is required that 
every man in the tank be able to 
drive the battle wagon in case of 
emergency. 


Army's "Steel Sweethearts" 
The main requirement is a love of 


machinery. Officers of a tank bat- 
talion wear grins on their faces when 
they sec their young tankers lovingly 
grooming their "steel sweethearts"

Leaders of the operating unions re- 


ported that a preliminary strike vote 
showed that out of 287,000 votes 283,- 
429 wore for striking and 3,751 were 
against.

therhood of locomotive engineers, said 
operating unions would announce the 
date for the strike within three days, 


Ho said the union would undobuted- 


ly reject a proposal to arbitrate the 
dispute and added the were eager to 
have a fact finding board, appointed 
by President Roosevelt, to investigate 
and report. This is the final step in 
union procedure, 


Johnston said a final wage offer 


was made before the strike vote was 
announced but said it was so com- 
plicated that they considered it no 
offer at all.

Anti-aircraft guns of the 40th Coast 


Artillery, brought into action for the 
first time, teamed with the Ft.

Held on the east shore for a day 


the group spread 'out and encircled 
a suicide squadron holding the bridge.

American moves in the field of for- 
eign policy may be based upon the 
assumption that Soviet Asia is the 
United States' frontier in the Pacific 
much as Iceland is a defense outpost 
in the Atlantic. 


Military opinion in Washington holds 


that our lino of supply through east- 
ern Siberia, notably Vladivostok, must 
be defended and kept open. 


A Springboard—For 
Offense or Defense 
It is pointed out that from eastern 


Siberia, Russian bombers—or Amer- 


ican—can bomb Japan's papur-iuul- 
bumboo cities. From eastern Siberia, 
an enemy could spring lo nearby 
Alaska—whose westernmost island is 
but four miles from Siberia's east- 
ernmost. 
There is increasing evi- 


dence that the Ajmerican govern- 
ment is grimly preparing to keep en- 
emies from jumping by keeping them 
off the springboard—even if it lias to 
get very tough. 
It can be predicted that if either Ger- 
many or Japan tries to prevent us 
from using Vladivostok as a means 
of supporting the Red Army, there 
will be, if necessary, shooting. The 
U. S. government is not going to sec 
the Japanese Army join a victorious 
Reichswehr in Siberia—bringing the 


war to our back doorstep. 


What steps the United States may 


take in Siberia largely depends on the 
outcome of the German-Russian strug- 
gle now going on along the seeming- 
ly distant Leningrad-Moscow-Dneiper 
River line. If the Red Army in Europe 
let the Germans cross the Volga 
River, and if the Japanese carried out 
their 
long-standing plan to thrust 


towards a meeting with the Nazis at 
Lake Baikal, cutting off Vladivostok 
from the U. S., Siberia might fall. 


The nearer the Germans and-or Jap- 


anese come to Siberia, the more Rus- 
sia is going to need our help. The 
U. S. S. R. has not completed the 
vast job of rearranging its war in- 
dustries to make its production in- 


vulnerable to German-Japanese at- 
tacks. 
When it started, nearly 15 


years ago, 80 per cent of Russian pro- 
duction was in the third of the coun- 
try nearest Germany, the southwest 
—notably the Ukraine and the Donetz 
basin. 


The Five-Year Plans provided a 


strategical retreat of war industry to 
points safer from attack or air raid 
by developing two new centers: one 
about an iron ore mountain in the 
Urals, one in the Siberian Kuzbas, 
-world's 
largest 
coal field," con- 


nected with others stringing, for in- 
stance, to Vladivostok, intended to 
support the Far ' Eastern 
Armies

Sub That Fired 
on U. S. Ship 


Roosevelt Indicates 
U. S. S. Greer 
Attacked More 
Than Once 


WASHINGTON — (fP) — President 


Roosevelt said Friday that the U. S. , 
Destroyer Greer had been attacked 
more than once and that steps 'were 
being 
taken 
to 
track 
down the 


marauding submarine and that the 
vessel would be eliminated if found: 


Roosevelt, speaking to a press con- 


ference, did- not say how many at- 
tacks were made on the vessel which 
was carrying mail to Iceland but said 
they occurred in daylight and def- 
initely on the American side of the 
ocean. 


Clearly Marked 
He said that while the Greer was 


alone at the time the torpedoes were 
launched at her with no other Amer- 
ican ships nearby but that she was 
clearly marked and flying an Amer- 
ican flag. 


Asked what would be done if the 


attacking vessel was found Roose- 
velt said he supposed American forces 
would eliminate it or try too. 


He authorized a direct quotation of 


the word eliminate and said it was a 
good one. He also said the Greer was 
attacked in daylight and under con- 
ditions of good visibility. 


Depth Charges Dropped 
The navy department 
announced 


that torpedoes were launched at the 
Greer Thursday morning and said the 
destroyer dropped depth charges. 


The president didn't say whether all 


the attacks occurred at 
once 
or 


spaced intervals. 


He left little doubt that he approved 


the action of the commander of the 
vessel in taking steps against the sub- • 
marine by dropping depth charges. 
He said Jt was vary forunate that,the . 
deVstrbyeyVwas not Kit; rernarking that" 
it was beyond his power to say why 
the aim was so poor. 


"As a landlover to a sea expert," a 


reported enquired, "is it possible for 
a submarine to mistake tile identity 
of a ship in daylight?" 


The president said he would -put 


his explanation this way: 


"If a submarine had its periscope 


above the surface there is no excuse 
for wrong identification as most tor- 
pedoes are fired by visual sights."

TT'S THE season for evening pic- 
* uica and sausage roasta, i,ud few 
outdoor subjects offer better picto- 
rial possibilities than tha campfire. 
These pictures, with a merry group 
sitting around the glowing fire sing- 
ing, telling stories, and preparing 
food, are extremely effective and at 
the same time very easy to make. 


For campflra pictures using the 


firelight as the sole source of lllu- 
iniimtlon, simply place your camera 
on a tripod or some firm support; 
group the members of the party 
around a bright, blazing nre in such 
a manner that no one lias his back 
to the camera; have the group 
"hold still," and make a short time 
exposure. That's all there Is to It. 


Now for a few details. The cam- 


era should be loaded with a hieli 
speed "pan" type film. For the 
average campfire picture, an ex- 
posure of live to fifteen seconds 
with a box camera should produce 
satisfactory results; with finer cam- 
eras use the same exposure and set 
the lens at f/11. The Illumination 
from the campfire varies consider- 
ably, so H might be a good idea to 
take several shots, at different ex- 
posures, to insure getting one that 
meets with your approval. 


Many excellent campflre pictures 


are made with the aid of Hash 


to take with any camera. 


rtessi was obtained in this shot by setting off a flash 
bulb to the right of the figures. 


lamps. All you need Is an inexpen- 
sive device, available at any cam- 
era shop, that looks like the battery 
case of a pocket flashlight, but has 
a socket that ills the flash lamps. 
There Is also a small reflector to 
Increase tho Intensity of the light 
and direct it where you want it. 


Merely place your camera to in- 


clude the view desired, and set the 
shutter for a time exposure. Tlien 
hold the flash unit about five feet 
from the ground and slightly back 
of the camera; open the sluitter, 
press the button to set off the 
Photoflash lamp, then close the 
shutter. 


Here's one suggestion to help add 


naturalness and interest to your 
campflre pictures. Don't have your 
group stiffly posed and looking at 
Hie camera. Let them relax and 
hold tlieir natural positions, seated 
or standing in a semicircle around 
the fire, pretending to talk or sing.

Narrow Sectionalism and Prejudice' 
Find No IMncc in Kingdom of Got! 
Text: Revelation 7:9-17

From the Book of Revelation our 


esson presents one of the most strik- 
ng and beautiful passages to set bc- 
'ore us the vision of the eternal God 
ns man's source of help in time of 
persecution and trial. 


Out of the world of harried and 


aittcrly persecuted Christians the writ- 
er of the Book of Revelc/ion beholds 
a vision in striking contrast. The very 
nature of the passage ought to em- 
ihasizc in our minds the extent to 
which this is a vision. Yet we should 
remember that in this imaginary form 
t presents real and vital truth and 
;he assurance of a great triumph of 
all that is pure and true and holy. 


If we try to put the vision into 


the figures and terms that the pros- 
aic western mind is inclined to con- 
jure up when we read the Bible, we 
are 
led 
into difficulties. 
We can 


hardly portray 
in that matter of 


'a'ct way this 'great multitude which 
no man could number." What we do 
want to grasp in this vision is the 
fact that the writer himself was deal- 
ing with something, the immensity of 
which he could hardly grasp. Let us 
look at the meaning of the vision in 
some detail. 


First, the company of the 
faithful 


in this ultimate triumph of right was 
in the vision of a great multitude. 
That in itself is comforting—to know 
the Gospel was not for a few but 
directed toward all men, so the Gospel 
triumph is not limited in its na- 
ture. 


It is a good thought for 
fearful 


souls when they feel that the company 
of the faithful is not by any means 
a small one. Napoleon once said, with 
his cynical disregard of right, that 
God is on the side of the great bnt- 
tajjpns. Napoleon had his answer, but 
it* is good to know that the greatest 
battalions may be on the side of God. 
The seer and poet of the Book of Re- 
vvelation saw by the throne of God
